DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/1 1/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,841,768 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 31-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 31, 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method, apparatus, or 
system comprising a pilot code transmitter configured to transmit a pilot signal, a linear 
feedback shift register configured to produce a code, a code detector configured to 
detect at least one of a plurality of transmitted first signals using the code, each first 
signal including a first portion of the code, wherein the first signals are used to aid in 
reception of a second signal produced from the same code , and a transmitter 
configured to transmit a message confirming receipt of at least one of the plurality of 
first signals, wherein the code detector is configured, after detection of the first signal, to 
detect the second signal using the code . 



Regarding claim 39, 
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The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method, apparatus, or 
system comprising a pilot code detector configured to detect a pilot signal, a linear 
feedback shift register configured to produce a code, a transmitter configured to 
perform a first transmission of a plurality of first signals, each first signal including a first 
portion of the code, wherein the first signals are used to aid in reception of a second 
signal produced from the code , a receiver configured to receive a message confirming 
receipt of at least one of the plurality of first signals, and the transmitter also configured, 
in response to receipt of the message by the receiver, to cease performing the first 
transmission, and perform a second transmission of the second signal after 
performance of the first transmission has ceased .
